Lycurgus 
obliged the Helotæ, or the public Slaves of the 
State of Sparta, not only to till the Ground, but 
allo to gather the Fruits thereof into Stare- bouſes 
or .Granaries, to be thence drawn out for the public 
Suſtepance of the People. In antient Rome, we 
read, that amongſt the other Buildings remarkable 
for Magmificence, were reckoned, the public Gra- 
naries, Which were great Structures, of which the 
Inſide formed a great Square, ſurrounded. with, 

Porticoes and a Collonade. For, the Romans, 
_ (fays the Author + of their Manners and Cuſtoms,) 
* out of a wiſe Precaution, had uſually. Corn for 
& a Year in Rome, in order to ſupport Plenty, and 
“not to be diſtreſſed in Times of Dearth. The. 
4 Price of it was taxed, and it was fold out of 
„ theſe Granaries; and the Tribute, which ſome 
„ Provifices of thE Empire paid in Corn, ſerved
